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The attention of our court reporter, 
on visiting the United States Court, 
the other day. was attracted by hear­ 
ing 
lawyers contending 
before the j 
Court for ‘ alimony pendente lite,” 
* ‘expense money. ” ‘ ‘attorneys fees, * ’ 1 
and “jurisdiction,” which caused him 
to sit up and take notice. This did not 
seem like an ordinary case of crimes i 
and misdemeanors heard in the Court, 
Upon investigation, he found that some 
proceedings were being had in a divorce 
case, and that this case had back of it I 
a human interest story. The title ct 
the cause is Mrs. 
M. 
B. Dulaney, 
and her attorneys were making appli­ 
cation to the court for an order on the 
defendant, for the payment of alimony, 
pending 
suit, expense money, 
and 
plaintiff's attorneys fees. 
The order 
was strenuously resisted by the attor- , 
ney for the defendant. 
It seems that the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Dulaney, is a member of the Chicka- 
! saw Nation, and resales at Roff in this 
I District, and is a most estimable lady. 
She alleges in her complaint for divor­ 
ce that she and the defendsnt were 
I married in 1870; that they were both 
! poor at that time, but that by thrift, 
I economy and hard labor, they soon com- , 
j menced to accumulate property, and. 
I that prosperity continued to smile upon 
j them and that after a married life of 
thirty-five years, they had accumula­ 
ted a large estate, consisting of cattle 
and horses. Bank stocks, city property, 
and farm lands; that during their mar­ 
ried life, the plaintiff, milked the cows, 
fed the chickens, slopped the pigs and 
did all the household drudgery, 
and 
that on account of the hard and heavy 
' work she did, she was broken down in 
health ami became afflicted during the 
late years of their married lite and

tiff, and compelled her to abandon 
their home, and leave him in possession 
of all their vast estate, which had been 
accumulated by their joint efforts and 
labors. 
It seems that the defendant is a 
white man, and by reason of his mar­ 
riage with the plaintiff, 
acquired all 
of his rights in the Indian Territory, 
by means of which he was enabled 
with the assistance of the plaintitf to 
accumulate the property. 
It was contended on behalf of the 
defendent that he was a resident of 
the Central district of the Indian Ter­ 
ritory and should have been sued there; 
also that this suit should be discontin­ 
ued for the reason that he had 
been 
divorced from the plaintiff in January 
of last year in the Indian Court of the 
Che d aw Nation. 
Judge Dickerson held that, the suit 
was properly brought in this district 
where the plaintiff lives and that the 
defendant should pay the freight, and 
made an order commanding the defen­ 
dant to pay a stipulated sum per month, 
as alimony penang the suit, expense 
money 
and her attorneys fees, and 
directed him to pay the same into the 
hands of Clerk Constent quick.

Dulaney, and Ralls

of the same. 
Recently it was reported that the 
old cottage at East Hampton, L. I., im­ 
mortalized by John Howard Payne in 
his world famous song. “Home, Sweet 
Home,” was to be torn down to make 
room for an addition to the Episcopal 
church which adjoins 
it. 
Hut 
the 
thought1* of demolishing so precious 
an old landmark is arousing much dis­ 
cussion, both in and out of East Hamp­ 
ton. and it is probable that the agita­ 
tion will culminate in a plan for the 
permanent preservation of the historic 
spot. 
“Home, Sweet Home,” the most pop­ 
ular song ever written at any time or 
in a n y language, needs no word of 
comment here. 
But the life of its 
gifted author is far too little known. 
Who can tell the circumstances under 
w h ic h it was written? And how many 
persons are familiar with tho strange, 
brilliant and varied career 
of 
John 
Howard Payne? 
Poet, author, playwright, critic, ac­ 
tor. diplomatist, scholar; a man with 
a gift for things military and things 
dramatic; a wit. a student, a friend 
of alien races as well as of all the dis­ 
tinguished men of his day; a partisan 
of 
Indians, a 
comrade 
of 
neutral 
princes, a companion of great actors 
and writers of all lands, a traveler, a 
worker, a dreamer and the tenderest, 
kindliest soul that ever was loved in 
life or mourned in death; thoro are 
few men cut on his pattern—the pat­ 
tern of cay, gentle, handsome, gifted 
Howard Payne. 
On February 24. 1909, when he was 
IS, he went on the stage, making his 
first appearance as young Norval at 
the Park theater. He played for some 
time in America, being known by a 
title he had gained during his early 
critical work, "The American Juvenile 
Wonder,,’’ and then went to London, 
where he acted with Miss O’Neill and 
other well-known players and did some 
brilliant work. 
He not only had a rare gift in this 
direction, but he had in his youth ex­ 
traordinary beauty of a vivid mobile 
character, and he possessed as well 
the personality and fire that, go with 
the genuine poetic temperament. 
Al­ 
though he did brilliant work upon the 
stage, it was in his play-writing that 
his chief distnction was gained during 
his 20 years in London. 
Some of his 
plays reached fine dramatic heights, 
and a few of them remain celebrated 
to this day. 
Not aide among them all 
is his “Brutus, or the Fall of Tarquin,” 
in which Edmund Kean, Edwin For­ 
rest and many other eminent actors 
made great successes. “Charles II., or 
the Merry Monarch,” was a great fa­ 
vorite with Charles Kemble; “Ther- 
ese, or the Orphan of Geneva,” had a 
long popularity, and “Clair, the Maid 
of Milan” (originally known as “An- 
gioletta") was renowned for two sea­ 
sons, both because Mine. Tree, Ellen 
Tree’s sister, made a great hit in it 
and because Payne incorporated in it 
his great song. “Home, Sweet Home.” 
Tile words sprang into Payne’s head 
spontaneously, but the melody 
was 
first suggested to him by a Sicilian air 
which Sir Henry Bishop, the composer 
of all the music of “Clair,” made use 
of. 
Payne’s own story of finding this 
melody Is as follows. 
“I 
first 
heard 
the • air 
in 
Italy. 
One 
beautiful 
morning 
as 
I 
was 
strolling 
alone 
’mid 
some 
delightful 
scenery 
my at­ 
tention was arrested by the sweet 
voice of a peasant girl who was car­ 
rying a basket laden with flowers and 
vegetables. 
This j laintive air she 
trilled out with so much 
sweetness 


pened to know the air perfectly well, 
and adapted the music to the words.” 
The success of this smig is known 
in every nation. 
It has had a more 
universal circulation than any other iii 
the world. 
In less than a year after 
it appeared the 
London 
publishers 
sold more than 100.000 copies. Never­ 
theless it is a curious fact that Payne 
never was given credit for it nor a 
royalty upon it. 
He never even re­ 
ceived a presentation cop\ of the song, j 
In ISL* he was appointed consul to J 
Tunis, and the same year was made J 
colonel on the staff of Maj Gen. Aaron 
Ward, of the Fourth division of in­ 
fantry of the militia of the state 
of 
New York. 
In February of the fol­ 
lowing year he left for Africa. 
His career in Tunis was as unique 
as the rest of his life. He became the 
intimate and personal friend of Ahmed 
Pasha Bey. the king of Tunis, and was 
adored by the natives of the city. 
He was recalled in 1845, but 
re­ 
turned to Africa in 1851. 
And when 
they told the bey that In' had reached 
Tunis he “cried out joyfully and said 
“Let him be made welcome'.’ ” 
Flags 
were hung from every window, and 
the people filled the streets with fes­ 
tivities in his honor. 
And there in Tunis he died, cared 
for by a Greek priest, two French sis­ 
ters of Mercy and some native Moors 
who loved him. 
Tunis wept when bis 
eves c lo s e d at last, and the bey was in­ 
consolable. 
He was buried in a plot of ground 
overlooking the purple water and the 
splendid ruins of old Carthage. 
Our 
government erected there a marble 
slab bearing Chilton’s lines: 
“Sure when thy gentle spirit fled 
To realms beyond the azure dome. 
With arms outstretched, God’s angels 
said: 
‘Welcome to Heaven’s “Home, Sweet 
Home.” 
Gabriel Harrison says of the poet in 
connection with the Easthampton cot 
tage. of which he often spoke: 
“One who has studied the charade! 
of John Howard Payne cannot fail to 
discover in his picture of the old home­ 
stead a deep, unsubsiding love for the 
old place, as if the spirit of his boy­ 
hood hat! come back to awaken mem­ 
ories of a delightful past; indeed, it 
was here where his earliest inspira­ 
tions were winged, where his eyes 
were first opened to the beauties of 
the world, where he first took breath 
of the broad green fields; where the 
waves of the sea shore, as they broke 
their white crests at his young feet, 
whispered to him strange stories of 
the d e e p ; where he first tried to count 
the stars, and where, 
each 
early 
morning as he awoke, hope painted 
new pictures of his imagined future. 
Indeed, if he was thinking of any one 
place on earth when he wrote his song 
of ‘Home, Sweet Home.’ it was of ‘the 
lowly cottage* at Easthampton.’ ” 
And it is this cottage which has 
come into the possession of the Epis­ 
copal church of East Hampton, and 
because of the necessity 
for more 
room, for the present building is not 
adequate for the needs of the congre­ 
gation, especially in summer when the 
tow*- is filled with visitors,- it has been 
the plan to demolish the cottage so 
as to secure the building space needed 
for a larger church and a parish house 
and rectory adjoining. 
Several plans have been put for­ 
ward for the preservation of the cot­ 
tage. One is that it be remodeled and

interests of any party candidate, local 
or otherwise. 
Their power lies iii a 
different direction. 
Women, like men, art' always am­ 
bitious to fill the petty offices of any 
organization to which they belong and 
are too jealous of each other to fol­ 
low the lead of any one woman. I hey 
are not logical and are rarely well in­ 
formed on the questions which enter 
into all 
political 
campaigns. 
They 
cannot discuss 
anything without 
a1- 
lowing personal preferences and pre- j 
judices to enter the discussion. In the 
rivalry for election to the offices of 
societies of women everyone has wit­ 
nessed with much 
regret 
unseemly 
i scrambles and ignoble schemes that 
would disgrace even a political dema­ 
gogue.

Who can tell the circumstances tinder 
which it was written? And how many 
persons are familiar with the strange. 
brilliant and varied career 
of 
John 


Howard Payne? 


Poet, author, playwright, critic, ac- 


tor, diplomatist, scholar; a mail with 
a gift for things military and things 
dramatic; a wit. a student, a friend 
of alien races as well as of all the dis- 
tinguished men of his day: a partisan 
of 
Indians, a 
comrade 
of 
neutral 


princes, a companion of great actors 
and writers of all lands, a traveler, a 
worker, a dreamer aud the tenderest. 
kindliest soul that ever was loved in 
life or mourned in death; there are 
few men cut on Ills pattern—the pat- 
tern of gay. gentle, handsome, gifted 
Howard Payne. 


On February 24. 1809. when he was 1 


18, he went on the stage, making his ' 
first appearance as young Norval at 
the Park theater. lie played for some 
time in America, being known by a 
title he had gained during his early 
critical work. "The American Juvenile 
Wonder,." and then went to London, 
where he acted with Miss O'Neill and 
other well-known players and did some 
brilliant work. 


He not only had a rare gift ir. this 


direction, but he had in his youth ex- 
traordinary beauty of a vivid mobile 
character, and he possessed as well 
< 


the personality and fire that go with 
the genuine poetic temperament. 
Al- I 


though he did brilliant work upon the [ 
stage, it vvas in his play-writing that 1 
his chief distnctlon was gained during i 
his 20 years In London. 
Some of his | 


plays reached fine dramatic heights, j 
and a few of them remain celebrated 
to this day. 
Notable among them all 


is his "Brutus, or the fall of Tarqnin," 
in which Edmund Kean. Edwin For- 
rest and many other eminent actors 
made great successes. "Charles II.. or 
the Merry Monarch." was a great fa- 
vorite with Charles Kernble; "Ther- 
ese, or the Orphan of Geneva," had a 
long popularity, and "Clair. the Maid 
of Milan" (originally known as "An- 
gloletta") was renowned for two sea- 
sons, both because Mine. Tree, Ellen 
Tree's sister, made a great hit in it 
and because Payne Incorporated in 't 
his great song. "Home. Sweet Home," 


The words sprang into Payne's head 


spontaneously, but the melody 
was 


first suggested to him by a Sicilian air 
which Sir Henry Bishop, the composer 
of all the music of "Clair," made use 
of. Payne's own story of finding this 
melody Is as follows.

theless it is a curious t'.ict that Payne, 


i never was given credit for it nor a 
| royalty upon it. 
He never even re- 


ceived a presentation copy of the song. 


In !Sl-> he was appointed consul to 


Tunis and the same year was made 
colonel on the start of M«J. C,en. Aaron 
Ward, of the Fourth division of in- 
fantry of the militia of the state of 
New York. 
In February of the fol- 


lowing year he left for Africa. 


His career in Tunis vvas as unique 


as the rest of his life. He became the 
intimate and personal fiiend of Ahmed 
Pasha Hey. the king ot Tunis, and was 
adored by the natives of the city. 


He vvas recalled in 
IS 13. but 
re- 


turned to Africa in IST.I. 
And when 


tliev told the bey Hint he had reached 
Tunis he "cried out jo> f u l l y and said 
"Let him be made welcome!'" Flags 
were hung from every window, and 
the people tilled the streets with fes- 
tivities in his honor. 


And there In Tunis he died, cared 


lor by a tlrcek priest, two French sis- 
ters of Meicy and some native Moors 
who loved him. Tunis wept when his 
eyes closed at last, and the bey was In- 
consolable.

Clabricl Harrison says of the poet In 


connection with the Easthampton cot 
tase. of which he often spoke: 


"One who has studied the charactei 


of John Howard Payne cannot fail to 
discover in his picture of the old home- 
stead a deep, unsubsiding love for the 
old place, as If the spirit of his boy- 
hood had come back to awaken men1- 
oi-ies of a delightful past; indeed, it 
was here where his earliest Inspira- 
tions were winged, where his eyes 
were first opened to the beauties ot 
the world, where he first took breath 
of the broad green fields; where the 
waves of Hie sea shore, as they broke 
their white crests at his young feet, 
whispered to him strange stories of 
tlie deep; where he first tried to count 
the stars, and where, 
each 
early 


morning as he awoke, hope painted 
new pictures of his imagined future. 
Indeed, if he was thinking of any one 
place on earth when he wrote his song 
of 'Home, Sweet Homo,' it was of 'the 
lowly cottage' at Easthampton.' "

Figures ever toll a better story than 


words. 
Here are figures which

a story so stupendous that its full sig 
nlflcaneo cannot be grasped In a mo 
nit-lit, but the mere- sight of which art. 
awe inspiring: 


In the year 1905 two

order 


houses, located in Chicago, did a busl 
ness amounting in round numbers to 
$SO.000,1)00. 
In ihe year 1904 thes< 


same concerns did a business of abou 
JO:!,000,000, a gain of $18,000,000

nearly ;iO per cent. In a single year be 
ing thus exhibited. 


These figures represent the sale las 


year of one dollar's worth of merehan 
iliso for every man, woman and child 
in Ihe country by two catalogue houses 
alone, and those operating from the 
same central point. Dozens more of 
varying size and Importance are oper- 
ating all over the country from coast 


pie M a whole shall'be prosperous. 
)uoh general prosperity as may exist 
cannot be retained If the Institutions 
ol the already larger and wealthier 
communities are to continue to 
be 


built up by contributions that should 
be spent at home from the thousands 
of smaller communities. 


The need of the country, a desper- 


ate need upon which the welfare of 
;he individual depends, ts 
for 
the 


upbuilding and continued progress of 
the smaller communities, so that the 
wealth of the country may be distrib- 
uted over the entire country, and not 
congested and 
c&utrolled in large 


amounts in a comparative few centers 
of population. 


Therefore, the man who sends away 


from his own community money which 
he might have spent at home and per- 
mitted a fair profit to the home mer- 
chant to be retained there 
for 
the 


.benefit of the community, Is injuring 
his community, and thereby the pros- 
pects for his own future prosperity. 


In a large number of instances he is 


doing more than this. Unwittingly, or

The fallacy of. this 


statement has been proved over and 
over again by actual and minute com- 
parisons of goods, as to their quality 
and prices. Te refute it finally and 
Indisputably by a simpler and more 
direct method It is necessary only to 
ask the reliable business men of any 
of the smaller communities to show 
the evidence from their books and ac- 
counts of the harm the mall order 
habit Is doing their communities. 


It is a truth as old as the hills and 


as certain as the rising and setting of 
the sun that no country or section of 
» country_can prosper unless the peo- 


It is the plaint of the woman of to- 


day who would be well-gowned that 
the goddess of fashion grows more ex- 
travagant with advancing years, but 
at least it must be admitted that she 
displays more judgment, for each year 
and each season of the year discloses 
greater freedom of choice in gowning 
as compared with former years, and 
this makes for more artistic draping 
of the human form and more charm- 
ing framework in the way of coiffures 
and chapeaus for the feminine face.

The test will come with the 
first pinch of "hard times," a condi- 
tion which no country ever has been 
able to escape at recurring intervals.

If she rebelled against their

cannot discuss

In th 
rivalry for election to the offices o 
societies of women everyone has wit

gogue. Frequently these contests, n' 
in men's societies, have resulted

the elevation of the least eligible, be- 
cause women of true ability will no 
lend themselves to intrigue and

It should be the ambition of ever 


woman to be well informed an all sub- 
jects, especially those bearing 
upon 


domestic and political economy. She 
should be able to give legitimate rea- 
sons for her opinions and to defend 
them with dignity and 
intelligence.

Hemstitching. 


There is no other handwork that 


can be imitated on the machine quite 
so successfully as hemstitching, says 
the Montreal Herald. In fact, unless 
the work is very carefully done by 
an expert, the machine work is to he 
preferred to hand work, being abso- 
lutely even and smooth. 
After the 


threads are drawn in the usual man- 
ner, fold the hem over almost to 
the'upper edge of thb drawn threads, 
and baste evenly 
Have a fine needle 


in the machine and use No. 100 thread 
for ordinary work, and up to No. 200 
for very fine goods. 
Have both ten- 


sions very tight, and the stitch of me- 
dium length. 
Then stitch on the 


wrong side just as near the edge of 


the hem as possible. 
After removing 


the basting threads, take the under 
portion of the hem In one hand and 
the cloth above the hem in the other, 
and carefully draw the hem down 
to the bottom of the drawn threads. 
Hem-stitched tucks are made in pre- 
cisely the same way. and the two 
make a beautiful finish for 
white

and save a world of time in the mak- 
ing of dainty baby clothes.

Centralization 


of Wealth, Patron* of These In- 


stitutions Contribute to Their 


Own Injury.

Every year millions upon millions of 


dollars find their way from the towns, 
villages and rural districts of the coun- 
try to the coffers of the mull order 
houses in the cities, and go to the up- 
building of enormous institutions In 
tho centers oC population. Naturally, 
the sources from which the contribu- 
tions are nuulo suffer accordingly. 


Figures ever toll a better story than 


words. Here are fig-tires which 
tell 


a story so stupendous that Its full sig- 
nificance cannot be grasped in a mo- 
ment, but the more sight of which are 
awe inspiring: 


]n tho ymr 1905 two mail order 


houses, located in Chicago, did a busi- 
ness amounting in round numbers to 
JSO.000,000. 
lu che year 1904 these 


same concerns did a business oT about 
$0^,000.000, a gain of $18,000,000 
or, 


nearly SO per cent. In a single year be- 
iflff thus exhibited. 
, 


These figures represent the sale last 


year of one dollar's worth of merchan- 
dise for every man, woman and child j 
in the country by two catalogue houses 
alone, and those operating from the 
same central point. Dozens more of 
varying size arid Importance are oper- 
ating all over tho country from coast 


pie a* a whole shall.be prosperous. 
Such general prosperity as may exist 
cannot be retained if the institutions 
of the already larger and wealthier 
communities are to continue to be 
built up by contributions that should 
be spent at home from the thousands 
of smaller communities. 


The need of the country, a desper- 


ate need upon which the welfare of 
the individual depends, ts 
for 
the 


upbuilding and continued progress oi 
the smaller communities, so that the 
wealth of the country may be distrib- 
uted over the entire country, and not 
congested and cdu trolled In large 
amounts In a comparative few centers 
of population. 


Therefore, the man who sends away 


from his own community money which 
he might have spent at home and per- 
mitted a fair profit to the home mer- 
chant to be retained there for the 
.benefit of the community, is injuring 
his community, and thereby the pros- 
pects for his own future prosperity. 


In a large number of instances he is 


doing more than this. Unwittingly, or 
unthinkingly, perhaps, he ia violating 
his own principles of right and justice, 
for, at the expense of his own com1 
mimtty, ho Is needlessly contributing 
profits to the capitalistic combinations 
which he continuously cries out are 
menacing the country. 


The mail order giants direct their 


energies particularly toward tho peo- 
plo of the smaller towns and the agri 
cultural districts. 
In humfroda 
ot 


thousands of the homes of those the 
catalogue of the mat] order house is as 
regularly received as the home paper. 
Tho man on the farm last year sent a 
very large portion of eighty millions 
of dollars to two of these institutions, 
in one community, alone. 


In all sincerity we ask: 
Admitting, 


purely for tho sake of the argument, 
that the farmer or the resident of the 
small community can save a few dol- 
lars on some of his purchases, or even

to coast and from border to border. 


A fact not generally known is that 


hundreds of concerns throughout the 
country which now are doing business 
through the regular trade channels are 
awaiting only a parcels post law to 
unloose literature, already prepared 
In many instances, which would pro- 
ject them into the mall order field, and 
this does not take into account the 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of 
entirely new 
mail 
order concerns 


which inevitably would spring Into ex- 
istence under such friendly auspices. 


The two Chicago institutions re- 


ferred to, already occupying immense 
buildings, found themselves cramped 
for room. One of them expended not 
less than $1,000,000, and probably more, 
for a new home. Tho other lately has 
secured a new location and also will 
expend at least $1,000,000 for an im 
mense new building. 


Anyone who will reflect even casual- 


ly on the subject must become Im- 
pressed that the influence of the mall 
order business is toward the central- 
ization of wealth, and how enormous 
a part it Is playing in this direction 
will be understood from 
a 
second 


glance at the figures which have been 
given above. 


It Is due to himself that every patron 


of the mail order house should inquire 
honestly of himself what the final out- 
come Is to be if the mail order busi- 
ness shall continue to make the great 
strides which have marked Its prog- 
ress during the last half decade. 


It Is useless to repeat the well worn 


argument of the mall order concerns 
that they are selling goods enough 
more cheaply than the merchants in 
the regular channels of trade to leave 
their custpmers more 
money 
than 


ever to devote to home enterprises 
and Institutions. The fallacy of this 
statement has been proved ovor and 
over again by actual and minute com- 
parisons of goods, as to their quality 
and prices. Te refute it finally and 
indisputably by a simpler and more 
direct method It Is necessary only to 
ask the reliable business men of any 
of the smaller communities to show 
the evidence from their books and ac- 
counts of the harm the mall order 
habit Is doing their communities. 


It Is a truth aa old ae tho hills and 


as certain as the rising and setting of 
the sun that no country or section of 
« country can prosper unless the peo* 


that he could do so on all of them, can 
he afford to continue to impoverish 
his own community, upon which his 
own prosperity, the very valuo of his 
lane' Depends? 


If he will ask himself Ihis question 


and consider it soberly and fairly in 
all of its phases, Including tho many 
which cannot be touched upon within 
the limits of a single article, we think 
his answer must be that he cannot. 


The wonderful productivity of this 


country has been sufllclunt to over- 
come the various adverse economic In- 
fluences which have existed during the 
period of yenrs in ivliicji 'tho mull or- 
der business haa accomplished Its 
greatest growth. Everyone has been 
"getting along pretty well." While the 
Increasing flow of golilen millions from 
their source in the land of tho coun- 
try to the already great centers of 
money and population hns held back 
the growth of the smaller communi- 
ties, it has not yot occasioned a great 
disaster. The test will come with the 
first pinch of "hard times," a condi- 
tion which no country ever has been 
able to escape at recurring Intervals. 
When thla time arrives those com- 
munities will best stand the test which 
have best conserved and husbanded 
their resources.

subjected to 
the

treatment and literally robbed of her 
inheritance through tho profligacy ami 
recklessness of an unworthy husband 
Sho 
had no 
protection against the 


cruelty of parent or husband or the 
disposition of anything without hei 
consent. 
If she rebelled against their 


authority they had the power to do 
str'oy her reputation and could take 
tier children away from 
her, if sho 


had any, and they were so disposed 
If the laws did not give them this 
power the practice sanctioned 
anc 


sustained men in their unjust domina 
tion over women. 


The unjust rulings of a school board 


precipitated Mis Anthony's rebellion 
against the unfair treatment of wo 
men and caused tho first movement 
for woman suffrage. 
For a half-con 


tury Miss Anthony, Mrs, Stanton and 
others of their heroic colleagues kept 
up tie warfare until the obnoxious 
laws were expunged and .much more 
just and righteous ones enacted. 


In some of the states tbe right of 


female suffrage has 
been 
extended 


and women have been chosen to offi- 
cial positions, Including that of rep- 
resentatives in the state legislatures, 
and I am proud to say that they have 
made good records. It has been grat- 
ifying to know that the presence of 
women at the polls has had a salutary 
effect on the elections. 
The riotous 


disposition which characterized 
the 


balloting on election days, and not in- 
frequently ended 
in 
bloodshed, has 


been changed to a holiday 
occasion 


and general good-natured festivities. 
I hope to see the great improvement 
in political methods anticipated, and 
claimed by the advocates ot 
female 


suffrage. 


Through the coalition of the various 


elements of discord 
some of these 


states had passed into the hands of 
Irresponsible men 
without 
records 


which entitled them to fill these posi- 
tions. They have been a hindrance 
to all legislation for the 
welfare of 


state or nation. 
But in the recogni- 


tion of the betterment of social and 
political conditions it Is to be hoped 
that the ablest and best of all com- 
munities may be brought to the front 
and that speedily the highest class of 
representatives may come from the 
states that have Inaugurated woman 
suffrage. 


readjustment of the scale of tabor 


and compensation BO that men and 
i 


women would receive a like remuner- • 
ation for like service It would be an 
achievement that would bring a prop- 
er reward for her labor. It would be 
found that in the same line of work 
n many instances women, would re- 
ceive move and men less than they 
do now—with the fixed standard that 
men are always paid more than wo- 
men for eqiia^ work. This unequal 
pay has led govei undents, state and 
national, and private business enter- 
prises into the employment of many 
women, who as a rule 
accomplish 


more and demand less 
than 
men. 


They are prompt and absolutely relia- 
ble in tho discharge of duties usslgnod 
them, without questioning the impor- 
tance or necessity of them, in conse- 
quence men ore constantly threaten- 
ing rebellion against the employment 
of women on the ground that women' 
can do nothing for the perpetuation of 
Individual or 
party 
supremacy, be- 


cause they cannot vote or participate 
n political log-rolling. 


1 do not believu that the organiza- 


tion of women's political clubs 
ever 


materially aided any party. They are 
not by nature fitted for the work ex- 
pected of political clubs. No Bolt'-re- 
spectlng woman could or would en- 
gage in canvassing city wards in the 
interests of any party candidate, local 
or otherwise. Their power lies in a 
difforont direction. 


Women, like men. arc always am- 


bitious to nil tho petty offices of any 
oiyarii^aUon to which they belong and 
are too jealous of each other to fol- 
low the lead of any one woman. They 
are not logical and are rarely well in- 
formed on tho questions which rntcr 
into all 
political 
campaigns. 
They 


cannot discuss 
an> thins without al- 


lowing personal preferences and pre- 
judices to enter tho discussion. In the 
rivalry for election to the offices of 
societies of women everyone has wit- 
nessed with much regret unseemly 
scrambles and ignoble schemes that 
would disgrace even a political dema- 
gogue. Frequently those conlests, as 
in men's societies, have resulted 
in 


the elevation of the least eligible1, be- 
cause women of true ability will not 
lend themselves to intrigue and 
dis- 


honorable means for advancement. 


It should be the ambition of every 


woman to be well Informed an all sub- 
jects, especially those bearing 
upon 


domestic and political economy. She 
should be able to give legitimate rea- 
sons for her opinions and to defend 
them with dignity and 
intelligence. 


Pretensions, unsupported by 
actual 


knowledge, will affect little 
in 
the 


matter of conversion to one's views or 
inducing a following. 
Brainy womoa 


are apt to be too assertive to accom- 
plish their desires or create an en- 
thusiasm for any cause they espouse. 
Women are too honest and too frank 
to cope with men in the science and 
manipulation of politics. 


We bollove that woman's 
greatest 


strength and influence lies In her tact- 
fulnosa and intuitions. 
She may be 


gratified by seeing hor 
opinions ap- 


propriated and 
manfully 
defended 


provided she makes no sign of recog- 
nition of them, for few men \vill ad- 
mit that they are the leust impressed 
by any theory or suggestion advanced 
by a woman. 


The women who have wielded the 


most powerful influence over the mas- 
terful minds of the world have claimed 
the minimum, been the most reticent 
and the least in evidence In the vic- 
tories scored. Their keen perceptive 
faculties and Intuitive knowledge of 
human nature are heaven-born gifts, 
and the women who have cultivated 
these gifts and have filled the posi- 
tions of devoted wives have had tho 
Immeasurable gratification of knowing 
they had 
rendered 
valuable aid to 


their husbands in the realization of 
their ambitions by tho judicious exer- 
cise of them. 


There are 
many 
brilliant women 


who have left an impression upon the 
times in which they lived who have 
never been wedded except to the spe- 
cial cause they have espoused. 
I am 


ready to ascribe all honor 
to them 


and can feel that had the fates de- 
creed an eligible copartnership 
they 


would have achieved even greater re- 
nown. 


The most ungenerous must confess 


that behind all great reform 
move- 


ments in this country women have 
been the Inspiration and most potent 
force. 
In religion, temperance, social

There is no donbt that the flannel- 


ette nightgown of the past was rather 
a thing to shudder at from the appear- 
ance point of view, but now it is a 
recognized fact that the warmest of 
Bluffs mays be worked up into just 
as dainty a garment as its summer 
cousin of lawn and lace. The flannel- 
ette gown is especially suited Tor 
home-making, but the design should be 
attractive. 


This really pretty sown requires 


only five jards of material, four yards 
of Insert ion and two yards of wide 
spaced beading, with sonic soft wash 
ribbon for the neck. 
All bulky and 


fussy decorations jire quite out of 
place in any such gown as this; 
so 


that there Is entire absence of small 
delicacies and intricate details In tho 
picture. This lessens the work so that 
one could muke three of these gowns 
iu the space of time it would lake to 
manufacture one dainty summer one 


Tho insertion is formed 
into a 


square yoke, both back and front, and 
from it the material hangs with five 
rather bis tucks each side. Straps of 
the insertion are laid down over the 
shoulders, with excellent effect, and 
it appears a^ain, as a border to the 
frills on the sleeves. 
There Is moro 


skill than appears to the casual glance, 
in these sleeves, for any leathering or 
fulness so out of place with flannel, 
is quite avoided. The beading is used 
to cover where the frill cuff joins tho 


sleeve, also the inside edge of tho 
yoke, where the ribbon runs through. 
and lies in a real-bow. 
The same

threads are drawn in the usual man- 
ner, fold the hem over almost to 
the upper edge of the drawn threads,

In the machine and uso No. 100 thread 
for ordinary work, and up to No. 200 
for very fine goods. 
Have both ten- 


sions very tight, and the stitch of me- 
dium length. 
Then stitch on the 


wrong side just as near the edge of 


Bismarck's Lucky Number.

depressed so that the hmgs do not 
act properly and the strain cornea 
upon muscles which were never in- 
tended to bear it.

habit, but it is well worth the effort.
